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THE SPEAKERSHIP. 
It is more than likely that lion. David 
M. Kelley, of Urecn Bay, will be the next 
Speaker of the Assembly. 
Ile was the 
Republican candidate last w ate r, and w> v 
only beaten by ft coalition of the Demo­ 
crats and Greenbackere. Ile will be one of 
the most prominent men in the Assembly 
at the coming session, and posseting in a 
good degree all the qualifications for a 
Speaker, and being a gentleman of strong 
personal influence, a good lawyer, and 
ready rn speech, he wi'l no doubt be sup 
ported by a majority of the Republican* in 
the Legislature. Last winter he wes callet 
many times to fill the chair,and performed 
the duties thereof with so much success 
that be won many Irlendf, and secured 
an excellent reputation rs a presiding 
officer. Taking into account the facts that 
tho Assembly is strongly Republican, that 
Mr.

that he will be one ot 
the foremost 
members of that body, the indications point 
to his election to the Speakership. It will 
be a wise thing for the Republicans to 
honor him, ai we1! as themselves, bv his 
election.

Wil­ 
liam E. Carter, of Grant county, will con 
test the Speakership with Mr. Kelley, at 
least his friends in that part of the State 
have brought him out as a candidate. Ile 
is a prominent man, a good lawyer, and 
has been in the Assembly two sessions, but 
we think his qualifications are not so 
marked as those of Mr. Kelley. 
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SENATOR HOWE’S INTERVIEW. 
The Lion. T. O. Howe, was in Chicago 
on Tuesday last, on his way to Washing­ 
ton, and allowed himself to be interview­ 
ed by a Tribune reporter. The Senator was 
pretty talkative, and seemed to have been 
free and (rank in discussing the Senatorial 
question. After making the statement 
that I Le result of the recent election tar 
surpassed his expectation, in answer to 
the question “are you a candidate for re­ 
election ?” the Senator said h’s name hrs 
been discussed as that of a candidate, but 
he had not solicited a re-election, and had 
cot a^ked any rn in’s support. Lie had not 
written a sing! j member of the Leg'sl*- 
ture, and had never mentioned the subject 
but to one rn in. The Senator w.J-i honest 
enough to admit that he had 
serious 
doubts whether he ou»bt to permit a fur­ 
ther discussion of his nato *, for the reason 
that he had receive! Urich long continue! 
and generous support from the Republi­ 
cans of the Stale, and further that he could 
not afford to 
endanger 
either their 
harmony 
or 
success. 
When 
the reporter put the question, “ could you 
not withdraw ;f you chose to do so?” “ of 
course I could,” responded tho grave and 
office-worn Senator, but many of my old 
friends—prominent men in the Republican 
party—have insisted that it is my duty to 
leave myself in the haads of the people, 
and have tendered me their cardial sup* 
port.” 
We think the Senator misjudges the rn 
tives of a great majority of those who arc 
opposed to his re-election to the Senate. 
Situated as Mr. Howe is, on the “ ragged 
edge,” and doublets anxious to serve anoth­ 
er term of six years in the Senate,and being 
opposed by a decidedly large number of 
Republicans, it is probably but natural that 
he should charge this opposition to the 
work of disappointed office-seekers. But 
in this we think the Senator is unkind* 
When the reporter said to Mr. Howe, “has 
your service since 1873 been less satistac- 
tory than before?” the answer came, “ev­ 
idently,” and he wcut on to explain: 
“ Well, a sick man, eyen if a physician, is 
not always the best judge of what ails him. 
But

is, 
that 
the 
loudest 
complain4* 
against me come from those who have fail* 
ed of the preferment they sought.” 
He 
was, however, compelled to acknowledge 
that there was a more respectable opposi­ 
tion to him than that—**not that they like 
me less, but because they like some other 
man more, and they tkiuk I have been in 
the Senate long enough.” This is the sen­ 
sible view ol tne matter, and is undoubted­ 
ly the correct view. Tho ^Senator repeated 
for the second time that he could not with­ 
draw bis name from the discussion at 
present. 
T hen modestly reterring to the 
offer made him of the 
Chief 
Jus­ 
ticeship 
of 
the 
United 
States, he 
remarked; ‘‘Nevertheless, my past course, 
in the presence of more templing honors 
should leave no doubt that I should do so 
if that were necessary to promote the har­ 
mony of the party, and the election of a 
Senator dedicated to the achievement of 
its best aims.” 
If there are those in the Republican 
party who oppose Mr. Iiowe's election for 
the fourth term, he should think no evil of 
them. They have stood by him for nearly 
eighteen years as a U nited States Senator, 
and in a young State like Wisconsin, where 
there is growing talent and young blood, 
it is but natural that a very large number 
of people should think that a continuous 
term of 
eighteen years is quite

No sooner did he see me 
than he waved his hand as a signal to halt 
I checked my steed ob the instant, anc 
lilting my hat, waiting far his cotatnmde. 
“You are a native oi this country ?” 
‘ Yes, your Excellency.” 
‘ You know the road iroin M’Conkey’s 
ferry to Trenton, by the river and i'cnning 
ton—the by e-roads and alif” 
As well as I know my ow J alphabet,' 
aud I patted the neck of my impatient 
charger. 
“Toto I may have occasion lor you— 
you will remain with the staff ; ah ? that is 
spirited animal you ride, Lieutenant 
Archer,” he added smilief, as the fiery 
beast made a demivolve, that set fiaM (be 
group in commotion. 
“ Y our Excellency—” 
“Never mind,” said Washington, smiling 
again as another impatient spring oi my 
charger cut short * be sentence. “I sec the 
heads of the columns are ’n motion, you 
will remember,” end waving his hand, he 
gave Mie rein to hts steed—wh{,e I fe” be­ 
wildered in the stall 
The ferry was close at hand, but the in­ 
tense co11 made the warcn anything but 
pleasant. We all, however, hoped on the 
morrow to redeem our countiy, by striking 
a signal blow, and every heart beat high 
with anticipation of victory.

had now been consumed that it be­ 
came impossible to reach our destination 
before day-break, and consequently all cer­ 
tainty of a surprise was over.

In five minutes we 
were in motion. 
The eagerness of our troops to come up 
to the enemy, was never more conspicuous 
than on the morning of that eventful day. 
We had scarcely lost sight of Sullivan’s 
detachment across the intervening fields 
before tho long threatening storm burst 
over us. The night was intensely cold 
the sleet and rain rattled incessantly upon 
the men’s knapsacks; and the wind 
shrieked, howled and roared among the old 
pine trees with terrific violence. At times 
the snow fell perpendicularly

The fiekls that we passed were 
covered with wet spongy snow—and the

aud desolate in the uncertain morning 
light. It bas been my lot to witness lew 
such foreboping scenes 
At this instant a 
messenger dashed furiously up to announce 
that the outposts ol the British were being 
driven in. 
“Forward—forward !” cried Washington 
himself, galloping up to tho head ot the 
columus, “push on, my braye fellows—on." 
The tutu started like hunters at the cry 
of the back, as their General’s voice was 
seconded by a hasty fire from the riflemen 
in the van, and forgetting everything but 
the foe, marched rapidly in silent eagerness 
toward the sound of the conflict.

W ars have passed since then 
but I shall never forget the Battle of Tren­ 
ton.

Tho giving of thanks yesterday was ac. 
companied by the usual amount of social 
and religious doings. Among the church 
iolks several services were conducted in 
the morning, among them being a union 
service 
AT COUITT STH LET CHURCH. 
The two Methodist churches, the Con­ 
gregational, and the Baptist united in this 
service, the choirs uniting rn rendering a 
very acceptable opening service of song 
Rev. T. P. Sawic read the President’s proc­ 
lamation, and the scripture lesson, Rev. H. 
Sewell offered prayer, and Rev. U. Faville 
introduced the sermonizer of the occasion, 
Rev. Mr. Chaped, who gave a discourse fat 
with thought and of juicy freshness. 
He 
chose es his text, Psalms, 91-7: “A thous­ 
and shall fill at thy side aud ten thousand 
at thy right baud ; but it shall not come 
nigh thee. Only w itll thine eyes shall thou 
behold and sec the reward of the wicked. 
In opening he remarked that the e«»i«e« of 
thanksgiving were not only absolute but 
relative, an I a broad view should be taken 
of our condition as a people in comparison 
with other nations. Some might] ask “what 
have we to be thanLlul for when we have 
been 
subjected 
to 
& 
five 
years’ 
financed strain; and when pestilence 
has walked lo and lro within our borders?" 
There were nevertheless many causes why 
we should be thankful for being blessed 
above other nations. Tho chief reason 
was that embraced in the text—the idea 
of protection. The great problem which 
humanity is everywhere trying to solve is 
how to form a perfect political aud social 
state. These experiment arc attended 
with more or less suffering. God had de­ 
clared Christ to be King, but the people 
hayc cried, “ We will have no other king bat 
Caesar,’’and Christ had gone away and was 
letting Caesar do what ho could. There 
arc centers around which these struggles 
take place, and we arc far away from these 
centers and stand as mere spectators, while 
the European nations arc near these strug­ 
gles and engaged in them. 
The first cause for thanksgiving as a na­ 
tion is our age, which is that of young but 
mature manhood. Our nation bears the 
same relation to European nations that a 
man of thirty-five docs to a man of sixty- 
fivc. 
We have passed through our youth­ 
ful stage of foo1;sh speculations and lavish 
expenditures. 
We 4Uaye been borrowing 
money from foreign capitalists and spend­ 
ing it as a boy spends the (paternal estate, 
but now the .balance of trado is in our 
favor. Europe hrs seen its day and is now 
an old man. 
Auothcr cause for thankfulness is that 
our territory is ample and compact. 
France has almost as many people as we, 
and yet they are crowded into one fifteenth 
the space. It is a blersed thing to have 
plenty of room in which to grow. Other 
countries can only grow by .establishing 
colonies. Think what this country would 
be if all were compelled to live East of the 
Allegheny mountains. What chance would 
there be for individual, social, or national 
development ? Here* the young man can 
push West and gain as good a farm es that 
of his father, and still be within easy reach 
of home. In Europe ihere is no West to 
go to. The crowded condition of other 
countries gives birth to great cities Ailed 
with crime, and gives the people no chance 
to develop intellectually or marally. 


The isolated position of our country is 
another cause for thaokfrPness. We scarce­ 
ly feel the contact with our neighbors, 
While on each tide a mighty ocean serves 
both as a barrier to invasion and a high­ 
way for commerce. 
European nations 


are so crowded together as to be always 
quarreling over boundaries, and it is a 
wonder that they do cot have more wars. 
Another cause 
in the fact that we 
have a free and largely un“ orm religior. 
Some of the most bitter wars have arisen 
from religious dissensions. Here all relig­ 
ions are * derated and none were estab­ 
lished. in Europe almost every ;titate has 
Its established religion, and there are four 
great hostile religions having long seated 
feud against each other. 
Still another carse was the universal and 
general bel’tf in’ one form of government. 
We all agree in the maintaining a repub­ 
lic, 
There are therefore no revolutions 
on that account. 
Even our rebellion was 
waged rather for a division of territory 
than a change of the form of government. 
We should also be thankful because of 
our distance from the centers of the great 
struggles. Jerusalem is the place which 
God has chosen for b’s place rn which to 
be praised. I: *s to be delivered, and ’s to 
be the great center of religious thought. 
Other cities whick have been the centers 
will have to yield. We have no such great 
center here, and cpu see th;s struggle from 
afar. 
In closing, the speaker gave some prac­ 
tical thought?, 
to the responsibility that 
these blessings bring. 
Where much *s 
given much is required. 
We should be 
Justin our relations to other nations,just 
not only rn our opinions of them, but just 
in]our international treatment of them. We 
also have a duty to perform to those who 
come to our shores. 
Shame on the man 
Who scorns a foreigner, for what are we 
but emigrants who have been over here a 
little longer than they? 
We must keep 
ourselves tree lrorn the old world as far as 
getting entangled in its vices arc con­ 
cerned, but we must receive their repre­ 
sentatives in the cordial spirit in which we 
have invited them to our shores. The 
many struggles for gaining a perfect form 
of social and political government, was a 
fit cause for all to join in praying for the 
Coming of that only perfect condition ot 
society possible—the kingdom of God. 
A 
hundred years hence this land will be as 
crowded as China is now. 
Where then 
will there bo room for extension ? The 
troubles which now oppress the old world 
will then be ours. The great need of the 
world is thus shown to be Christ, and “Thy 
Kingdom Come” should be the prayer of 
all.
